All county fire departments respond to blaze

A five-alarm fire at a local gate 
company Monday afternoon 
caused extensive damage to the 
interior of the building. 

An all-call to every fire depart¬ 
ment in the county was issued at 
3:36 p.m. as black smoke poured 
from doors and certain areas of 
the roof at Scott Gate Company 
on Ky. 49 . 

“It was some of the blackest 
smoke that I’ve ever seen,” said 
Brush Creek Fire Department 


Chief Gale Scott. 

The fire started when sparks 
from a cutting torch set a paint 
tank on fire, Scott said. 

Firefighters were initially con¬ 
cerned about the paint tank ex¬ 
ploding and Scott Gate employ¬ 
ees quickly moved a tractor and 
semi-truck parked close to the 
building. 

“We had to use foam on the 
paint tank to cool it down or it 
could have exploded,” Scott said. 
“Our main concern was to cool it 
down and then put out the fire in 
the insulation.” 


The open-span metal building 
suffered damage to the roof, insu¬ 
lation and to some of the roll-up 
doors, he said. 

Owner Larry Scott said on 
Tuesday morning that he’s still 
assessing the extent of the dam¬ 
age to determine when the busi¬ 
ness can re-open. 

Gale Scott said that no firefight¬ 
ers were injured but Larry Scott’s 
son, Ben, received minor bums. 

Firefighters were assisted by 
Liberty/Casey County Rescue 
Squad and Casey County Emer¬ 
gency Management Services. 


Authorities warn residents of scam 

Reports made of couple attempting to gain entry into local homes

Local law enforcement officials 
are concerned about the growing 
number of attempts by a couple 
trying to gain entrance into resi¬ 
dents’ homes. 

In the past week, five incidents 
of this type have been reported 
to Liberty Police and the Casey 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

In most cases, the couple use 
the same story. 

“A well dressed female goes to 
the front door and asks for direc¬ 
tions like they’re lost,” said Lib¬ 
erty Police Chief Steven Garrett. 

The man will be outside look¬ 
ing around the property, which is 
what has made most callers suspi¬ 
cious, Garrett said. 

“People in the country are too 
trusting,” said Deputy Chad Wed¬ 


dle. “They tmst that somebody 
has a real need and open the door 
to see how they can help.” 

In the most recent incident on 
Monday, the homeowner arrived 
and found the male accomplice 
seated in a white SUV in the drive¬ 
way on Dry Ridge Road. The fe¬ 
male was already in the house. 

“When the homeowner asked 
him what he was doing, he said 
that his girlfriend needed to use 
the bathroom and was around the 
back of the house,” Weddle said. 

The homeowner noticed that 
the front door was open, which he 
knew he had closed. He immedi¬ 
ately went in the house to find that 
lights were on and someone had 
been inside. 

“He then got his shotgun and 
loaded a couple shells,” Weddle 
said. 

As he came to the front door, 


he encountered the female who 
then asked for directions. The ho¬ 
meowner told her they needed to 
leave. 

“They weren’t moving fast 
enough, so he fired once in the 
air,” Weddle said. He then fired a 
second shot into the air and they 
picked up the pace and left. 

After the suspects left, the ho¬ 
meowner discovered that two jars 
of coins, $40 cash from a table, 
and some of his mother’s jewelry 
were missing, Weddle said. 

Other incidents occurred on Ky. 
1547, Popplewell Street and Wil¬ 
son Ridge Road. 

The first report happened 
around 2 p.m. July 9, when Danny 
Lee called 911 after a couple tried 
to get into his home on Ky. 1547. 

“I was upstairs in the bedroom

Water rate 
increase to take 
effect July 31

The new 7 percent rate increase for water the City 
of Liberty sells to the East Casey County Water Dis¬ 
trict will take effect July 31. 

The Public Service Commission approved the rate 
adjustment, said ECCWD Manager Andy Greyn- 
olds. 

“So the bills next month, when they come out, will 
have that adjusted rate on them,” Greynolds said at 
the ECCWD board meeting on July 10. 

The rate increase will mean ECCWD customers 
will pay an additional 17 cents per 1,000 gallons of 
water used, which will add about $2 a month to the 
average customer’s bill. 

Greynolds also updated the board on the progress 
of the $1.5 million-project to get publicly-treated wa¬ 
ter to low-density population areas in the county and 
provide better supply for Yosemite and Middleburg. 

“It’s coming along pretty good, we just need to

Clinic to aid delinquent property tax bill owners on Friday

Threats to losing one’s prop¬ 
erty come in all forms, from 
natural disasters to fire to ter¬ 
mite infestation to foreclosure. 

But another possible way for 
someone to lose their property 
is through a third party pur¬ 
chasing a delinquent property 
tax bill and then foreclosing 
on the property to collect taxes 
and fees. 

“A lot of people don’t real¬ 
ize that their property tax bill 
can be sold,” said Stefanie 
Ebbens Kingsley, directing at¬ 
torney of the Columbia office 
of the Appalachian Research 
& Defense Fund of Kentucky 
(AppalReD). 

And to help educate those of 
the hazards of not paying their 
property taxes, Ebbens will be 
in Liberty on Friday (July 20) 
upstairs in the old Courthouse 


from 1 to 4 p.m. 

“People can meet with 
County Attorney Tom Weddle 
to discuss payment of 2011 
property tax¬ 
es. They will 
also be able 
to consult an 
attorney about 
past years’ 
taxes which 
have been 
sold to anoth¬ 
er party,” she 
said. 

Other per¬ 
sonnel will be 
available to 
help residents 
with budget¬ 
ing issues, 

Ebbens said. 

Also, residents can discuss 
with an attorney about claim¬ 
ing a Homestead Exemption, 
which allows taxpayers who 
are at least 65 years old or who 


are totally disabled to receive 
an exemption, reducing the 
amount of property tax debt 
owed. 

Accord¬ 
ing to Brad 
Johnson in 
the Casey 
County 
Property 
Valuation 
Administra¬ 
tor’s office, 
10,179 prop¬ 
erty tax bills 
were mailed 
before Nov. 
1 , 2011 . 

Of those, 
180, or 1.76 
percent, 
were unpaid 
as of Mon¬ 
day. Thirty seven of the 180 
tax bills are on mobile homes, 
according to records in the 
county clerk’s office. 


Tax bill process 

Bills not paid by Dec. 3, 
2011, had a 5-percent penalty 
added to the amount due on 
Jan. 1, 2012, and another 10 
percent was added on March 1 
to the total amount due. 

On April 15, the tax bills 
were certified as delinquent, 
turned over to Casey County 
Clerk Casey Davis, and the 
amount now includes the tax, 
a 10-percent penalty to the 
county clerk, sheriff’s fees, 
and advertising costs. 

In addition, interest starts 
accruing at an annual rate of 
12 percent and the county at¬ 
torney then adds a 20 percent 
collection fee. 

Weddle sends a letter by 
May 16 notifying property 
owners the tax is delinquent 
and what will happen if it isn’t 
paid. 

Davis advertises the proper¬ 
ty tax sale twice in the newspa¬ 


per and on the Internet, 30-45 
days before the sale date which 
is on Aug. 1. 

A second notice then goes 
out from Weddle’s office by 
June 16 telling them the date 
the tax debt on their property 
will go to sale. 

Weddle said that he’s re¬ 
quired by law to work out a 
payment plan with people who 
haven’t paid the tax. 

“My policy has always 
been that I’ll work anything 
out that’s reasonable if the tax 
is paid before the sale date,” 
Weddle said. 

Additionally, Davis said that 
he furnishes a list of delinquent 
property tax payers to local 
banks so if they hold a mort¬ 
gage on the property, they can 
work out an arrangement with 
the property owner.

What boil water advisory? 


Wednesday afternoon and 
there I sat - fat, dumb, and hap¬ 
py. Happy, that is, until I opened 
my Casey News and found out 
there had been a boil-water ad¬ 
visory for almost 48 hours for 
areas of the county that includ¬ 
ed mine. NOT happy! That’s 
what I was. 

Casey County Fiscal Court 
and East Casey County Water 
District, listen up! There are 
people in your county who 
have been drinking potentially 
contaminated water. Don’t tell 
me it’s not going to hurt me! If 
you thought it was so safe, why 
did you issue a boil-water ad¬ 
visory? You should investigate 
ways to issue these warnings in 
a timely manner so that those of 
us who are affected will know 
about them as soon as possible. 

I don’t listen to the radio so 
don’t tell me to go there. I don’t 
like country music so it’s not 
my radio station of choice if I 
ever turn on the radio. Don’t tell 
me to check the station that’s on 
the Internet. I am not going to 
sit on my computer 24/7 just to 
catch a boil-water advisory. 

While I’m up on my soapbox, 
let’s address the severe weather 
warning sirens. There is one 
about a mile away from me in 
the Middleburg Cemetery. I can 
hear it if I’m standing out in my 
yard. Why would I be standing 
out in my yard if severe weather 
is arriving or, in most cases, has 
already arrived? 

I can’t hear the siren inside 
my house if the windows and 
doors are closed, which is the 
state they are usually in when 
there’s severe weather. There 
needs to be a better system for 
warning the residents of the 
county that “bad weather here 
cometh.” 

Why did I address this to the 
Casey County Fiscal Court and 
the East Casey County Wa¬ 
ter District and not to the City 
of Liberty? Well, I’ll tell you. 
Mayor Steve Sweeney, a man 
with vision and good sense, and 
the City of Liberty have a sys¬ 
tem in place called CodeRED 
that notifies the city residents 



of the need to boil water if there 
has been a water line break. It 
was used when this latest boil- 
water advisory was issued. It 
was also used recently to warn 
residents of a tornado headed 
in that direction and gave them 
places to go if they needed safe 
shelter. 

The Casey County schools 
have a similar system to let stu¬ 
dents know when there will be 
no school. That system reaches 
everyone! 

Taylor County and Camp- 
bellsville recently implemented 
the CodeRED system. Resi¬ 
dents of the county only need 
to go to the Campbellsville 
web site and register their lan¬ 
dline numbers and/or their cell 
phone numbers as well as their 
addresses. 

The system is so specific that 
if a certain area is targeted by a 
tornado, residents of that area 
will be notified. Residents do 
not have to pay for this service, 
as it is included in their E-911 
fee. 

Don’t try to tell me that we 
couldn’t do this in Casey Coun¬ 
ty. Don’t give me the excuse 
that few people have computers 
and couldn’t register. We have 
the Casey County Public Li¬ 
brary that has lots of computers 
and very helpful staff members 
who would help our residents 
register. 

Think of all the other things 
such a notification system could 
be used for besides boil-water 
advisories and severe weather 
warnings. Trees down on high¬ 
ways, wrecks, hazardous waste 
spills, and jailbreaks are just a 
few things that come to mind. 

Casey County Fiscal Court, 
I think it would be a real hoot 
if you implemented such a sys¬ 
tem. After all, we can’t all live 
in Liberty and I’m not leaving 
Yosemite!

There are still those who 
come to a stranger’s res¬ 
cue. My sister Donna was 
the savior in one case. She 
was driving down the road 
in Henry County when she 
heard someone screaming 
for help. She slowed down 
to see a dog attacking a man 
on the side of the road. 

He was fending off the 
dog with just his cane. She 
reversed into the yard where 
the man was and opened the 
back driver’s door so he 
could jump into her car. He 
was so frightened that he 
ended up sitting in her son’s 
booster seat when he shut 
the door. He thanked my 
sister and said that six peo¬ 
ple had driven by and not 
one had stopped to help. 

During my first week with 
The Casey County News, I 
had a young man lean into 
the passenger side window 
of my car as I was about to 
pull out of a gas station to go 
home. He asked if I would 
give him a ride to his house 
and pointed that it was just 
north of Liberty, right out¬ 
side of town.

New Kentucky laws protect elderly 


Like the rest of the nation, 
Kentucky is seeing a definite 
graying trend as more and 
more Baby Boomers move 
past their 65th birthday and 
a growing number of citi¬ 
zens reach their nineties and 
beyond. 

There are about 600,000 
Kentuckians who fit in this 
broad age group. For per¬ 
spective, that’s about four- 
fifths the size of Jefferson 
County, and it is about to get 
much larger. Census figures 
indicate this population will 
see a nearly 30 percent bump 
this decade across the state 
and another 27 percent in the 
2020s. The numbers in some 
communities will nearly 
double during this time. 

There are opportunities 
and challenges alike arising 
from this change. We rank 
10th among the states in the 
percentage of citizens 65-74, 
for example, which is a key 
demographic because of their 
collective wealth and volun- 
teerism. On the down side, 
issues tied to poverty remain 
stubbornly high for our el¬ 
derly, and we are among the 
leading states in the growth 
of grandparents providing 
primary care of their grand¬ 
children. 

Another growing trend, 
unfortunately, is the fact that 
far too many of our older 
citizens are being abused, 
ignored or taken advantage

of. A recent report by the 
Kentucky Elder Abuse Com¬ 
mittee found that the number 
of substantiated cases of self¬ 
neglect, neglect by caretaker 
and exploitation has sky¬ 
rocketed since 2007. 

A congressional report 
last year, meanwhile, es¬ 
timated that 14 percent of 
older Americans have been 
abused, but this is widely be¬ 
lieved to be low, with many 
cases undoubtedly going un¬ 
reported. 

As our senior popula¬ 
tion increases, the number 
of those suffering from Al¬ 
zheimer’s is rising as well. 
There were about 74,000 
Kentuckians who fell in this 
category in 2000, but that’s 
expected to rise to 97,000 by 
2025. 

In addition to the medical 
costs associated with treat¬ 
ment, there is a tremendous 
amount of free care being 
provided as well by family 
and friends. The Alzheimer’s 
Association said more than 
264,000 people are in this 
support group, and last year 
their care was estimated at 
$3.65 billion. That’s $1.4 bil¬ 
lion more than in 2009. 



In an effort to help our old¬ 
er citizens as much as pos¬ 
sible, the General Assembly 
looks for ways to improve 
state services each legisla¬ 
tive session. 

Even in the face of bud¬ 
get cuts, the legislature sup¬ 
ported adding $31 million 
more this year and next to 
the Department of Commu¬ 
nity Based Services, which 
is enabling that agency to 
hire 300 additional front-line 
social workers to investigate 
claims of abuse and neglect, 
no matter the age. 

The budget also sets aside 
$5 million more annually 
to increase programs like 
Meals on Wheels, and we 
provide about $1.7 million 
to establish an adult-abuse 
registry to help businesses 
involved in elder care be as¬ 
sured that their employees 
have not been convicted of 
crimes against the elderly. 

Other new laws taking ef¬ 
fect this year will do such 
things as improve the way 
the state responds to strokes; 
establish a pilot program to 
improve oral care at nursing 
homes; and ensure that any¬ 
one admitted to a personal 
care home is assessed be¬ 
forehand by a qualified men¬ 
tal health professional. There 
are about 3,000 men and 
women who currently live in 
these settings, and the need 
to know more about the care 


they may require is crucial. 

In past years the General 
Assembly created Golden 
Alerts - similar to alerts used 
to find missing children, ex¬ 
cept they are targeted at old¬ 
er citizens - and we cracked 
down on those convicted of 
elder abuse, to better ensure 
they do not benefit from those 
they abused or neglected. 

These are just a few of 
the initiatives that have been 
enacted, but no one expects 
them to be the last. As new 
challenges arise, the legis¬ 
lature will look for ways to 
overcome them.

Since the decline of king 
tobacco in the last 20 years, 
farmers have been encour¬ 
aged to seek other forms of 
farm income such as raising 
catfish, shrimp, or specialty 
produce such as micro¬ 
greens, used in area restau¬ 
rants. 

But some, like Casey 
County residents Paul and 
Margie Phipps, have taken 
steps where few local farm¬ 
ers have gone by raising al¬ 
pacas. Alpacas? 

The Phipps moved to their 
60-acre farm on Moxley 
Road in the Creston area in 
2008. Paul worked for the 
space program at Cape Ca¬ 
naveral, Fla. while Margie 
worked at home for AT&T. 

Although the couple had 
a desire to move to this area 
to be closer to family mem¬ 
bers, there remained the is¬ 
sue of what Paul would do 
for a vocation. 

“In 2007, I called him at 
work and said, ‘We’re going 
to do alpacas,’” Margie said. 
“I saw a story in the newspa¬ 
per and went out and visited 
an alpaca farm.” 

On a trip to Casey Coun¬ 
ty from Florida in 2007, 
the Phipps scheduled visits 
along the way with alpaca 
farmers in Georgia, South 
Carolina, and in Kentucky. 

The more they looked at 
raising the docile and gentle 
animals, the more they saw 
an opportunity to make a 
move that would be good 


for their souls as well as for 
their retirement accounts. 

Paul said that the 15-plus 
hours a day at his job was 
beginning to take its toll and 
alpaca farming, although 
hard work, would be at a 
slower pace. 

Also, he saw the work as 
a long term financial invest¬ 
ment. 

“We’re both in our mid- 
50s and we looked at ani¬ 
mals that would give us a 


good return on our invest¬ 
ment. We lost money on our 
401Ks so we knew we could 
sell the fleece and raise al¬ 
pacas as a long term invest¬ 
ment,” he said, adding that 
alpaca farming isn’t a get- 
rich-quick scheme. 

Now, with 25 alpacas in 
their herd, they’re into it full 
time. 

Paul described the animals 
as fiber or fleece producers 
that are pretty easy to take 


care of. 

“They’re not big animals, 
the males can reach about 36 
inches tall and 180 pounds 
but they are easy to manage 
and handle,” he said. 

He ticked off a number 
of attributes in raising al¬ 
pacas: 

—They’re earth friendly. 
The alpaca’s feet are pad¬ 
ded and they leave even the 
most delicate terrain un¬ 
damaged as it grazes on na¬ 
tive grasses such as orchard 
grass. The animals nor¬ 
mally eat about two pounds 
of grass per 125 pounds of 
body weight per day. 

Alpacas have no upper 
teeth. They cut the grass 
they eat against a hard pal¬ 
ate, so grass grows back 
more easily. 

They spill their “beans,” 
which resemble rabbit pel¬ 
lets, into communal dung 
piles which makes clean 
up easier. And the dung 
can be used immediately 
in the garden as fertilizer. 

From five to 10 animals 
can be pastured on an acre 
of land. 

—They’re user friendly. 
Margie characterizes the 
animals as alert, intelligent, 
curious, and predictable. 
Female alpacas reproduce a 
“cria,” or baby, once a year 
and that, normally without 
assistance and in the day¬ 
light hours. 

The somewhat disease- 
resistant animals — with 
an average life span of 20 
years — do require certain 
vaccinations and anti-para¬

who love to educate others about what quality animals alpacas are. 


sitic medicines, she said. 

As far as shelter, Margie 
said that alpacas need at least 
a three-sided, open shelter 
where they can escape in¬ 
clement weather. If predators 
are a threat, the Phipps rec¬ 
ommend enclosing pasture 
lands with a 5-foot-high, no 
climb fence. 

—They’re in the money. 
Paul stressed several times 
that no one will get rich 
overnight raising alpacas. 

The fiber, which comes 
in 22 colors, is as soft as 
cashmere and lighter and 
warmer than wool. An adult 
alpaca can produce annually 
two-to-five pounds of prime 
blanket fiber and another 
two-to-four pounds of sec¬ 
ondary and leg fiber. 

Not only can the fiber be 


sold for high-end clothing 
such as Armani’s alpaca 
blend suit that runs upwards 
of $5,000, there’s also a low- 
end market for crafters who 
produce yarn for rugs and 
sicks. 

Additionally, Paul said 
that another way to make 
money with alpacas is to sell 
them for breeding purposes. 

Depending on the breed, 
some alpacas have sold as 
high as $500,000. 

Still, even with all the 
things the couple love about 
alpacas, it’s a business that 
will take upwards of five 
years or more to see divi¬ 
dends. 

“They’re livestock, not 
pets,” she said. “And, it’s 
work.”

Are there any resources 
or programs that help se¬ 
niors with the high cost of 
hearing aids? 

Can’t Afford To Hear 

Dear Can’t, 

It’s unfortunate, but mil¬ 
lions of Americans with 
hearing loss don’t get 
hearing aids because they 
simply can’t afford them. 
Hearing aids are expensive, 
typically costing between 
$1,000 and $3,500 per ear, 
and most insurance compa¬ 
nies including traditional 
Medicare don’t cover them. 
While there’s no one simple 
solution to finding afford¬ 
able hearing aids, there are 
a variety of options you can 
look into that can help. 

Check Insurance 

Your first step is to check 
with your health insurance 
provider to see if it provides 
any hearing aid coverage. 

If you’re a Medicare ben¬ 
eficiary, you need to know 
that while original Medicare 
(Part A and B) and Medicare 
supplemental policies do not 
cover hearing aids, some 
Medicare Advantage (Part 
C) plans do. If you have an 
Advantage plan, you’ll need 
to check with your plan ad¬ 
ministrator. 

Medicaid also covers 
hearing aids in some states 
to people with very limited 
means. Your county social 
service office can give you 
more information. 

Or, if you’re a federal 
employee or retiree, hear¬ 
ing aid coverage may be 
available through some in¬ 
surance plans in the Federal 
Employees Health Benefits 


Program. Or if you’re a vet¬ 
eran, the VA provides free 
hearing aids if you meet 
certain conditions such as 
being compensated for any 
serviced-connected disabil¬ 
ity or if your hearing loss 
is connected to military 
service. See va.gov or call 
877-222-8387 to check your 
eligibility. 

Financial Assistance 

Depending on your in¬ 
come level, there are vari¬ 
ous programs and founda¬ 
tions that provide financial 
assistance for hearing aids 
to people in need. Start 
by calling your state reha¬ 
bilitation department (see 
www.parac.org/svrp.html 
for contact information), or 
the nearest chapter of the 
Hearing Loss Association 
of America (hearingloss. 
org) to find out if there are 
any city, county or state pro¬ 
grams, or local civic organi¬ 
zations that could help. 

There are also a num¬ 
ber of nonprofits that offer 
hearing aids at deeply dis¬ 
counted prices, or for free. 
Some good ones to check 
out include: 

HEAR Now: Sponsored 


by the Starkey Hearing 
Foundation (starkeyhear- 
ingfoundation.org, 800- 
328-8602), this program 
provides hearing aids for 
people with net incomes be¬ 
low $19,058 for a single or 
$25,743 for couples. 

Lions Affordable Hear¬ 
ing Aid Project: Offered 
through some Lions clubs 
throughout the U.S., this 
program provides the op¬ 
portunity to purchase new, 
digital hearing aids manu¬ 
factured by Rexton. To be 
eligible, most clubs will 
require your income to 
be somewhere below 200 
percent of the federal pov¬ 
erty level which is $22,340 
for singles, or $30,260 for 
couples. Contact your local 
Lions club (see lionsclubs. 
org for contact information) 
to see if they participate in 


this project. 

Sertoma: A civic service 
organization that runs a 
hearing aid recycling pro¬ 
gram through its 500 clubs 
nationwide, refurbishes 
them, and distributes them 
to local people in need. Call 
800-593-5646 or visit ser- 
toma.org to locate a club in 
your area. 

Audient: This program 
(audientalliance.org, 866- 
956-5400) helps people pur¬ 
chase new, digital hearing 
aids at reduced prices. To be 
eligible, your income must 
be below $27,075 for a sin¬ 
gle or $36,425 for couples. 

For a list of more pro¬ 
grams, visit the Better Hear¬ 
ing Institute website at bet¬ 
terhearing, org, and click on 
“Hearing Loss Resources,” 
then on “Financial Assis¬ 
tance.”

Court seeks AG's opinion 
on hospital tax 

ADAIR COUNTY — The Adair Coun¬ 
ty Fiscal Court will seek an opinion from 
Kentucky Attorney General Jack Conway 
concerning the legality of the Adair County 
Public Hospital District’s desire to reinstate 
a hospital district tax. 

The hospital board wants to impose a 3.7 
cents per $100 of assessed value tax to pay 
an estimated $4 million in debt the board 
will assume after the hospital and its clinics 
are sold to LifePoint Hospitals. 

The 3.7 cent rate is the same levied by 
the hospital in 1997 when the tax was dis¬ 
continued after bond obligations were met. 

County Judge/Executive Ann Melton 
said that she’s had numerous calls sur¬ 
rounding the tax, some from residents who 
asked if the tax would be subject to a recall 
election. 

Melton said that after conferring with 
county attorneys who also didn’t have the 
answers, it was decided to seek the AG’s 
opinion. 

Melton asked for clarification on four is¬ 
sues concerning the tax — how to establish 
a new tax rate, how House Bill 44 applies 
to the district’s decision to re-establish the 
tax, would the re-established rate be subject 
to recall, and is it legal to levy a tax on a 
district that will sell all its assets? 

Former Boyle physician 
to head AMA 

BOYLE COUNTY — A former mem¬ 
ber of the medical staff at Ephraim Mc¬ 
Dowell Regional Medical Center has been 
appointed president of the American Medi¬ 
cal Association. 

Dr. Ardis Hoven will become the 168th 
president and only the third female presi¬ 
dent in the organization’s history. 

An infectious disease specialist, she 
served at McDowell from 2007 to 2010. 
She is currently the medical director at 
Bluegrass Care Clinic in Lexington.

Mayor, police seeking 
solutions to drug problems 

MARION COUNTY Lebanon May¬ 
or Gary Crenshaw wants to do something 
about the drug problem affecting Marion 
County, and he’s looking for people who 
want to help. 

During the July 6 First Friday Forum at 
the David R. Hourigan Government Center, 
Crenshaw asked what local leaders need to 
do to address substance abuse issues affect¬ 
ing Lebanon and Marion County. 

Crenshaw and Marion County Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive John G. Mattingly were the guest 
speakers during the forum, which is or¬ 
ganized by the Marion County Industrial 
Foundation. The mayor and the judge fo¬ 
cused on the 2012-13 budgets recently ap¬ 
proved by the city and county governments, 
but Crenshaw used the forum to address the 
drug issue. 

He said he met with Lebanon Police 
Chief Wally Brady and Assistant Chief 
Greg Young about four weeks ago to edu¬ 
cate himself about what the drug issues are 
and what is being done to address them. 

“I’m pleased to say that the Lebanon Po¬ 
lice Department is doing a very good job 
holding up their end,” Crenshaw said. 

He reported that since Jan. 1, the city po¬ 
lice have made 88 drug-related arrests and 
19 of them were the result of routine traf¬ 
fic patrols. Since 2006, the city police and 
its drug task force have brought 290 drug 
cases to court, he said. 


He added that the department has a 
school resource officer, who mainly stays 
at Marion County High School and who 
responds to suspicious incidents that may 
involve drugs at local schools. 

Crenshaw said police officials also have 
been meeting with community leaders to 
find out how the community perceives the 
drug situation in Lebanon. 

“We are going to expand those meetings,” 
he said. “As we go along, we will individu¬ 
ally invite different members of the com¬ 
munity who represent a certain segment or 
organization, such as the school system, to 
come in an meet with us and tell us your 
concerns and what you think we can do.” 

Authorities seek'tool bandit' 

PULASKI COUNTY — Authorities are 
seeking a man who allegedly used a screw¬ 
driver to rob a local food mart on Friday 
night. 

Lt. Det. Brett Whitaker of the Pulaski 
County Sheriff’s Office said D & D Food 
Mart, located off North U.S. 27 in Science 
Hill on Raleigh Road, was robbed at 10 
p.m. by a masked bandit. 

Whitaker said the suspect entered the 
store armed with a screwdriver, demanded 
cash from the clerk and then fled on foot. 

The clerk was not injured, and it was not 
immediately known how much cash the 
suspect took. 

The sheriff’s K-9 unit tracked the sus¬ 
pect a short distance before losing the trail, 
where it is believed the man got into a ve¬ 
hicle. 

Only a vague description of the suspect 
was available. He was described as a male 
wearing a black shirt and tan pants with a 
mask and gloves. 

Whitaker said that authorities are work¬ 
ing to retrieve video from the store’s securi¬ 
ty cameras for review in the investigation. 

The Pulaski County Sheriff’s Office was 
assisted by the Science Hill Police Depart¬ 
ment and the Somerset Police Department. 

Missing man found dead 

RUSSELL COUNTY — A Russell 
County man last seen on July 4 was found 
dead the next day, apparently a victim of 
the extreme heat that blanketed the central 
Kentucky area. 

James Luttrell, 67, of Beckham Ridge 
Road in Russell Springs, apparently left 
his home early on the morning of the 4th to 
hunt ginseng. 

When Luttrell didn’t return home that 
night, family members alerted the Russell 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

Rescue personnel found his body just 
before 7 p.m. on Thursday in a field off of 
Sano Mt. Olive Road. 

A preliminary autopsy report released by 
the State Medical Examiner’s Office stated 
that Luttrell died of natural causes, with 
heat exposure listed as a contributing factor 
in the man’s death. 

Plans being made for new 
sports complex 

TAYLOR COUNTY —If you build it 
they will come. That is the thought Camp- 
bellsville Mayor Tony Young and some 
others have had when considering building 
a new sports complex in the community. 

Young and about 20 other people attend¬ 
ed a meeting on Tuesday for people deter¬ 
mined to be “community stakeholders” in 
the project, including parents and coaches 
involved with local youth sports programs 
and others. 

The proposed sports complex would be 
located on land purchased by the city last 
December. The land, which consists of 175 
acres, was bought from Sue Dowell for 
$1.3 million and is located next to Heart¬ 
land Commerce and Technology Park. 

Myra Vaughn serves as the project ar¬ 
chitect for the proposed sports complex. A 
Campbellsville native, she is an architect 
with Sherman Carter Barnhart Architects 
of Louisville and Lexington. On Tuesday, 
Vaughn said her firm has met with Young, 
City Attorney John Miller and others about 
the project. 

“This is a wonderful opportunity for the 
community,” Vaughn said. “You all have 
purchased property to develop what could 
be, if not regional, a statewide phenomenal 
sports complex.” 

Young said he knows the economy could 
have an impact on fundraising efforts, but 
he is confident in the ability to make it a 
reality. 

“I think there are still a lot of these cor¬ 
porations that have money for this, and they 
have a vested interest in this community, 
and we may be surprised,” he said. “We’re 
going to do our best to try, and we’re going 
to sure hit them up and do all we can to get 
them on board.” 

Getting businesses on board may not 
be a small task. According to Douglas, 
constructing a field could cost as much as 
$350,000, but he said if numerous fields 
are built at once, the cost could decrease to 
around $250,000 each.

“I was 
pleased to have sponsored the 
bill in the 2011 Session of the 
Kentucky General Assembly 
that created this special plate.

most places, but reached 100 
in others. It was the humid¬ 
ity which made it uncomfort¬ 
able for everyone.

Normally, with this heat and 
humidity it rains heavily and 
cools the area. Crops could 
stand three inches of water. 
Com was wilting on the stalk. 
Tobacco and peppers needed 
water. 

Perhaps the best story came 
from the Hickory Hills Coun¬ 
try Club where Stuart Ed¬ 


wards attempted to paint the 
roof on the clubhouse. He set 
a bucket full of paint on the 
roof and the heat from the 
roof melted the bottom right 
out of the plastic bucket.

Thirty-one die in crashes July 2-15 


Fifteen die July 9-15 

Preliminary statistics* in¬ 
dicate that 15 people died 
in 15 separate crashes on 
Kentucky’s roadways from 
Monday, July 9 through 
Sunday, July 15, 2012. 

Fourteen of the victims 
were traveling in motor ve¬ 
hicles. Nine were not wear¬ 
ing seat belts. Two of the 
fatalities were the result of 
crashes involving alcohol. 

One fatality was the result 
of a motorcycle crash and 
was not wearing a helmet. 

Three single fatality 
crashes occurred in Boone 
County and three in Jeffer¬ 
son County. Single-fatality 
crashes also occurred in 
each of the following coun¬ 
ties: Boyd, Calloway, Car- 
roll, Crittenden, Daviess, 
Lawrence, Lincoln, Owen 
and Whitley counties. 

Through July 15, prelimi¬ 
nary statistics* indicate that 
406 people have lost their 
lives on Kentucky roadways 
during 2012. This is 45 
more than reported for this 


time period in 2011. Of the 
331 motor vehicle fatalities, 
186 victims were not wear¬ 
ing seat belts. Of the 43 mo¬ 
torcycle fatalities, 22 were 
not wearing a helmet. Two 
of the three ATV fatalities 
were not wearing a helmet. 
Twenty-eight pedestrians 
have been killed and one 
bicycle rider. A total of 69 
fatalities have resulted from 
crashes involving the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol. 


Sixteen die July 2-8 

Preliminary statistics* in¬ 
dicate that 16 people died 
in 14 separate crashes on 
Kentucky’s roadways from 
Monday, July 2 through 
Sunday, July 8, 2012. 

Thirteen of the victims 
were traveling in motor ve¬ 
hicles. Seven were not wear¬ 
ing seat belts. Two of the 
fatalities were the result of 
crashes involving alcohol. 

Two of the fatalities were 
riding motorcycles. Neither 
was wearing a helmet and 
alcohol was involved in 


both crashes. 

One of the fatalities was a 
pedestrian and alcohol was 
involved. 

One triple-fatality crash 
occurred in Whitley County. 
Two single-fatality crashes 
occurred in Pulaski County 
and two in Laurel County. 
Single-fatality crashes also 
occurred in each of the fol¬ 
lowing counties: Carter, 
Clay, Floyd, Grayson, Law¬ 
rence, Lincoln, Logan, Pike 
and Trigg counties. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting 
erratic drivers to the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police toll-free 
at 1-800-222-5555. Callers 
will remain anonymous and 
should give a description of 
the vehicle, location, direc¬ 
tion of travel and license 
number if possible. 

*These statistics are still 
preliminary as KSP waits 
for all local law enforce¬ 
ment agencies through¬ 
out the state to report any 
crashes and fatalities that 
may have occurred in their 
areas.

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Lee assumes new position with Casey County school district

When school bells ring 
for students at Casey Coun¬ 
ty High School on Aug. 8, a 
familiar face won’t be there 
to greet them. 

Principal Barry Lee has 
resigned that position after 
five years to become the 
Director of Special Educa¬ 
tion and Preschool Services 
at the Casey School District 
Office. 

Lee replaces Tishana 
Cundiff, who retires the end 
of this month after more 
than 31 years in education. 

Superintendent Linda 
Hatter said that she’s excit¬ 
ed and pleased that Lee will 
be serving in this capacity. 

“Mr. Lee began his career 


in Casey County as a Spe¬ 
cial Education teacher. He 
is very knowledgeable con¬ 
cerning 
the rules 
and reg¬ 
ulations 
vital to 
this de¬ 
partment 
and has 
a vested 
interest 
in the 
achieve¬ 
ment of 
these stu- 
dents,” 

Hatter said. 

Hatter also praised Lee’s 
leadership skills that he 
brings to the district office. 

“Mr. Lee has proven him¬ 
self as a very capable leader 
and I am certain this leader¬ 



ship ability will carry over 
to his new duties as Director 
of Special Education.” 

Lee said that he’s looking 
forward to the challenges of 
a new position. 

“I’m excited about mov¬ 
ing to the position of Di¬ 
rector of Special Education 
and Preschool services for 
the district. The DoSE posi¬ 
tion was the first leadership 
certification that I originally 
pursued, before switching 
to getting my principals cer¬ 
tification,” Lee said. 

Lee said that the first order 
of business when he begins 
his duties on Aug. 1 will be 
to review the state and fed¬ 
eral regulations concerning 
special education. 

“My goal is to review all 
district special education 
documentation procedures 


to ensure efficiency so our 
teachers are in the class¬ 
room and counselors can 
work with students. If I can 
reduce some of the paper¬ 
work load for our teachers/ 
counselors, then this means 
they are working with our 
students more,” he said. 

Another standard Lee 
has set will be to work in a 
hands-on role with special 
education teachers. 

“My next goal is to be a 
continued instructional sup¬ 
port to our principals and 
special education teachers. 
The position of principal is a 
tough job because there are 
so many different daily de¬ 
mands. I want to give them 
additional support by get¬ 
ting into special education 
self contained and collabo¬ 
ration classrooms to moni¬ 


tor instructional practices, 
and support teachers so they 
can serve our students,” Lee 
said. 

Although Lee hasn’t had 
much experience in the area 
of preschool, he said he’s 
looking forward to tackling 
the challenges of making 
sure the district’s preschools 
continue to be top-ranked. 

“I am looking forward 
to working with Preschool, 
Headstart, 1st steps, and 
other programs to ensure we 
are reaching as many stu¬ 
dents, as early as possible in 
our community,” he said. 

As for Lee’s replacement 
at the high school, the job 
description has been posted 
and the Site Based Decision 
Making Council, along with 
Hatter, should have a can¬ 
didate in place soon, said 


Director of Pupil Personnel 
Kevin Stephens. 

But even with his new du¬ 
ties, Lee isn’t abandoning 
the high school just yet. 

“My goal now is to get the 
high school ready to open 
its doors and I am work¬ 
ing with Assistant Principal 
Josh Blevins and school 
counselors to ensure a 
smooth transition for teach¬ 
ers and students,” he said. 
“I am really going to miss 
working at the high school 
full time. The high school 
has an amazing staff and it 
has been an honor to work 
with them over the past five 
years. I’ve told them from 
day one, I will put the high 
school staff up against any 
other high school in the 
state.” 


Title I funds important to local schools 


Willoughby named 
assistant principal

Lederal monies which 
come to the Casey County 
School District based on the 
percentage of students who 
receive free and reduced 
lunches provide needed 
services to students, As¬ 
sessment Coordinator Terry 
Price told board of educa¬ 
tion members on July 9. 

Price said the district — 
based on 71 percent of stu¬ 
dents who are on free and 
reduced — should receive 
about $1.29 million for the 
2012-13 school year. Every 
school in the district fits the 
Title I classification with the 
exception of Casey County 
High School. 

Price mentioned several 
of the programs these funds 
provide — Think Link and 
Map, which is an interim 
assessment and interven¬ 
tion tool used at all Title I 
schools; Study Island, an 
Internet intervention pro¬ 
gram for second-eighth 
grades; parent involvement 
programs such as open 
houses, parent training, and 
summer literacy initiatives; 
professional development 
for teachers; and individual 
school resources and mate¬ 
rials as needed, among oth¬ 
ers. 


In addition, Title I funds 
provide curriculum coach¬ 
es, intervention and class¬ 
room teachers. 

These 17 personnel pro¬ 
vide English as a Second 
Language instruction to 
Hispanic students, help 
identify at risk students, 
provide classroom support 
for content skills students 
haven’t mastered, and de¬ 
velop appropriate interven¬ 
tions for flexible individual, 
large and small group skill 
mastery, among others. 

In other business, the 
board: 

■ Heard Craig Griffin, 
Director of Pupil Transpor¬ 
tation, give a summary of 
the 2011-12 school year. 

Griffin said that school 
buses on 38 routes were 
driven 604,916 miles with 
60,307 of those miles for 
field trips. The district owns 
58 buses, 10 of which are 
spares. 

Of the field trip miles, 
Casey County High School 
athletics used 26,166 miles, 
followed by athletes from 
Casey Middle School, who 
used buses for 8,846 miles. 

District vehicles used 
5,480 gallons of gasoline at 
a cost of $20,566.18 while 
buses used 59,451 gallons 
of diesel fuel at a cost of 
$313,772.33, Griffin said. 

■ Received the Lake 
Cumberland District Health 
Department report for the 
2011-12 school year. School 
nurses handled prescription 
medicines for 2,520 stu¬ 
dents and saw 7,060 sick 


students. 

In addition, nurses ad¬ 
ministered 723 immuniza¬ 
tions, gave 85 physicals, 
sent 454 ill students home, 
and saw 357 students about 
asthma concerns. Nurses 
also referred 277 students 
who tested positive for vari¬ 
ous illnesses. 

■ Heard Superintendent 
Linda Hatter give the fol¬ 
lowing personnel report: 

At CCHS, Bryan Cross 
was hired as head softball 
coach, Rachel Taylor as a 
counselor, Thomas Wil¬ 
liams as a math/geometry 
teacher, and Stacey Preston 
and Jessica Gossage as Eng¬ 
lish teachers. 

At Walnut Hill Elemen¬

Parents play important 
role in athlete's career 


There are a lot of key 
components to our athletic 
experiences, but it tends to 
be the people involved that 
have the highest level of im¬ 
pact. 

Coaches play an obvious 
role in the life of any and 
all athletes, no matter how 
long an athletic career may 
be. I remember every coach 
I have ever had, even if they 
were merely an assistant 
coach. Sometimes the assis¬ 
tants can hold just as, if not 
more of a relationship with 
players due to the sideline 
nurturing they tend to while 
the head coach must keep all 
focus on the main play. 

Obviously we remem¬ 
ber our teammates. Maybe 
it was only one season on 
a team together, but daily 
practices give you a certain 
bond you never forget. 

Then there is one other 
group of people extremely 
involved in the athletic 
world that may play a more 
important role than the 
coaches or the teammates of 
any one individual athlete: 
parents. 

There are some automatic 
jobs that a parent takes on 
early in our athletic career: 
driving to practices, sitting 
through pee-wee games, 
paying for uniforms and fees 
for camps and that fs just the 
start of the list. Let fs face it: 
if it were not for our parents, 
none of us ever would have 
gotten too far. 

But beyond our own in¬ 
dividual parents, there are 
those parents who become 
a part of not just their own 
child’s athletic experience, 
but many others as well. 
They not only have a love of 
the game but the love of see¬ 
ing young, competitive spir¬ 
its learn to formulate, work 
toward and accomplish a 
goal.

Help monitor the health of Kentucky's deer herd 

Wildlife watchers should report sick animals to aid researchers 


Wildlife watchers can 
help researchers track and 
monitor the health of Ken¬ 
tucky’s deer herd. 

The Southeastern Cooper¬ 
ative Wildlife Disease Study 
Group tracks outbreaks of 
EHD - or epizootic hemor¬ 
rhagic disease - in deer. 

The public can assist re¬ 
searchers by reporting sick 
animals and pinpointing lo¬ 
cations. 

EHD has been observed 
annually in white-tailed 
deer across the southeastern 
United States since 1966. 
The disease can be fatal to 
deer and is transmitted by 


flies known as biting midg¬ 
es. 

The viruses do not infect 
humans, and humans are not 
at risk by handling infected 
deer, eating venison from 
infected deer, or being bit¬ 
ten by infected by midges. 

Infected deer lose their 
appetites, drool excessively 
and lose their fear of hu¬ 
mans. They may concen¬ 
trate around farm ponds and 
water in an effort to reduce 
their body temperatures. 

During drought years, 
healthy and sick deer tend to 
congregate around the same 
watering areas, which can 


accelerate the transmission 
of the disease. 

The onset of cooler tem¬ 
peratures in late fall usually 
brings a sudden end to dis¬ 
ease outbreaks. 

People who see sickly 
deer around watering areas 
should report the animals to 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
by calling 1-800-858-1549. 
Callers should be able to 
pinpoint the location of a 
sick animal.

Farm and Home 

Blueberries peak in summer, available in Kentucky through July 


Blueberries, one of the 
most popular fruits, are 
sometimes called the jewels 
of the produce department. 
They have origins in Eu¬ 
rope and here in the United 
States. 

Blueberries are one of 
the few fruit crops native 
to North America. Native 
Americans incorporated 
blueberries into their di¬ 
ets and lifestyle. Today, 
blueberries are appreciated 
worldwide. 

They signify summer and 
rightfully so, as the warmer 
months are the peak harvest 
for these fruits. Blueberries 
have about 40 calories per 
Vi cup serving and are brim¬ 
ming with vitamin C, potas¬ 
sium, and fiber. Blueberries 
are a great source of antioxi¬ 
dants. 

Substances in blueberries 
called polyphenols, specifi¬ 
cally anthocyanins that give 
blueberries their blue hue, 
are the major contributors 
to the antioxidant activity of 
blueberries. 

Wild blueberries are 
smaller in size compared 
to their cultivated cousins. 
Blueberries have a protective 
light powdery coating on the 
skins and tend to last longer 
than other berry varieties. 
Nearly half of the cultivated 
blueberries grown are sold 
as fresh blueberries. 

Fresh blueberries are 
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available for nearly eight 
months of the year from 
producers across the United 
States and Canada. North 
America is the world’s lead¬ 
ing blueberry producer, ac¬ 
counting for nearly 90 per¬ 
cent of the current world 
production. 

How do they grow? Blue¬ 
berries grow on a bush. They 
like moist, well-drained 
acidic soils. Blueberries are 
grown in clusters that do not 
ripen all at the same time. 
Sometimes the blueberries 
on the bottom of the clusters 
may be ripe while the fruit 
on top are still green. On av¬ 
erage it takes about two to 
five weeks for blueberries to 
ripen on the bush. 

Blueberries are avail¬ 
able in Kentucky Mid-June 
through July. In general, 
berries should be dry, firm, 
well shaped, and eaten with¬ 
in a week after purchase. If 
you can’t eat them that soon, 
remember that berries freeze 
well. 

It’s best to buy berries that 
are 4 in-season’ as they’ll 
cost less and are more ripe 
and flavorful than ‘out-of- 
season’ berries. Stav awav 


from containers of berries 
with juice stains which may 
be a sign that the berries 
are crushed and possibly 
moldy. 

Soft, watery fruit means 
the berries are overripe. 
Dehydrated, wrinkled fruit 
means the berries have been 
stored too long. Select blue¬ 
berries that are firm, dry, 
plump, and smooth-skinned. 
Berries should be deep-pur¬ 
ple blue to blue-black. Red¬ 
dish berries aren’t ripe but 
can be used in cooking. 

Wash them just before 
using. Berries have a short 
shelf life but you can enjoy 
them year round. Buy them 
fresh and freeze them your¬ 
self. 

The secret to successful 
freezing is to start with un¬ 
washed and completely dry 
berries before placing them 
in a single layer on a cookie 
sheet in the freezer. Once 
the berries are frozen, trans¬ 
fer them to plastic freezer 
bags or freezer containers. 
Frozen berries should last 
approximately ten months 
to one year.

1 (8 ounce) package fat 
free cream cheese 

V 2 cup canola oil 

1 (18 ounce) package yel¬ 
low butter cake mix 

1 (5 ounce) package in¬

2 cups fresh blueberries 

Directions: Preheat oven 
to 325° F. 

Lightly spray Bundt pan 
with nonstick cooking spray 
and dust with flour. 

Combine cream cheese 
and oil in a medium bowl; 
beat with mixer at high speed 
until smooth and creamy. 

Add cake mix, pudding 
mix, egg whites, eggs, and 
vanilla extract. Beat at me¬ 
dium speed until blended. 

Fold in berries. 

Spoon batter into prepared 
pan. 

Bake 60 minutes or until 
wooden toothpick inserted 
in center comes out clean. 

Cool cake in pan for 20 
minutes. Remove from pan 
and cool completely. 

Yield: 16 slices.

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Conway warns consumers 
about bill payment scam

Attorney General Jack Con¬ 
way warns Kentucky consum¬ 
ers not to fall victim to a new 
identity theft scam involving 
the payment of utility bills. 
In this latest scam, fraudsters 
claim that President Obama 
will pay consumers’ utility 
bills for one month through a 
new federal program. 

“Although there are govern¬ 
ment programs that provide 
home energy assistance, this 
is not one of them,” Conway 
said. “This is a scam designed 
to gain access to a consumer’s 
personal and financial infor¬ 
mation and to steal their iden¬ 
tity. Never provide your Social 
Security number or sensitive 
personal information to some¬ 
one you do not know.” 

Scam artists are using in- 
person solicitation, flyers, so¬ 
cial media, phone calls and text 
messages as part of this multi¬ 
state scheme. Consumers are 
told that President Obama 
has approved special funding 
through the Federal Reserve 
Bank for utility bill assistance. 
The scam artists then solicit 
personal information such as 
a Social Security number from 
the victim and provide them 
with a fraudulent bank routing 
number to use when paying 
their utility bills online. 

Customers who use this 
number are led to believe that 
their utility bills are paid and 
even receive payment confir¬ 
mation notices. Payments are 
later rescinded as a result of 
the fake account numbers. 

Conway’s Office of Con¬ 
sumer Protection has received 
no complaints from consum¬ 
ers about this scam and is not 
aware of any victims in Ken¬ 
tucky. Victims have been re¬ 


ported in California, Illinois, 
Tennessee and Texas. 

Residents who are in need 
of home emergency assistance 
may be eligible for financial 
help through the Low Income 
Home Energy Assistance 
Program (LIHEAP), which 
is administered in Kentucky 
through the Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services and 
Community Action Agencies 
across the state. For additional 
information on the Kentucky 
LIHEAP program, visit http:// 
chfs.ky.gov/dcbs/dfs/liheap.

Tips for protecting against 
identity theft: 

■ Never give out personal 
information unless you initiate 
the contact or know the person 
or company with whom you 
are dealing. 

■ Do not disclose your 
credit card number to an online 
vendor unless it is encrypted 
and the site is secure. 

■ Do not write your Social 
Security number or telephone 
number on checks or credit 
card receipts. 

■ Shred documents that 
contain personal or financial 
information such as bank state¬ 
ments, credit card applications, 
store receipts or utility bills. 

■ Check your credit report 
at least twice a year and report 
any mistakes to the credit re¬ 
porting agency in writing.

when I heard a knock on the 
door,” Lee said. 

He peeked out of the win¬ 
dows to see a woman at the 
back door and a man at the 
front door. 

“The man tried the door¬ 
knob, then tried to push it open 
with his shoulder,” Lee said. 
“He gave up when the dead 
bolt wouldn’t give way.” 

Lee then came downstairs 
with his phone and confronted 
the woman. 

“She said they were lost and 
trying to get to the Bread of 
Life Cafe,” Lee said. 

He gave them directions 
and watched as they drove 
off in the opposite direction 
he had said to go. Concerned 
about his parents who also live 
on Ky. 1547, Lee got in his car 
to check on them. 

“About half a mile down the 
road, they were in a driveway 
trying to break into a garage,” 
Lee said. “So that’s when I 
called 911.” 

Lee said the couple were in 
a white, four-door car, likely a 
newer Chevrolet model with 
Kentucky plates. Other reports 
have said a white SUV. 

From the combined wit¬ 
nesses, the police have com¬ 
piled a vague description of 
the couple. 

The female has been de¬ 
scribed as skinny with sandy 
hair and a piercing between 
her nose and mouth.

Garrett and Weddle advise 
everyone to be on the lookout 
and to call 911 as soon as they 
see anything. 

“Don’t answer the door and 


call 911 immediately, would 
definitely be my advice,” Gar¬ 
rett said. ‘Try to get a good de¬ 


scription of the vehicle or bet¬ 
ter, get a tag number. Be aware 
of what’s going on around you. 


People need to know about 
this so they can watch out for 
themselves.”

Mark Wolford said that 
after one year in Louis¬ 
ville, George and Malcolm 
Wolford had a radio shop in 
Campbellsville for a short 
time before moving to Lib¬ 
erty in 1948. 

Entrepreneur 

George and Malcolm were 
instrumental in starting and 
developing several busi¬ 
nesses in Casey County. 

Those businesses included 
Wolford Brothers, electrical 
and plumbing contractors, 
and they also had a radio 
shop; Liberty Television 
Company, the first cable 
television business in Casey 
County; apple orchards; and 
Liberty’s first radio station, 
WPHN. 

Joy Tarter of Dunnville 
said of the Wolford broth¬ 
ers, “They were entrepre¬ 
neurs long before we even 
knew what an entrepreneur 
was.” 

Tarter remembered a time 
when Dunnville could not 
get a television signal. 

“It didn’t matter if you 
had the tallest antenna in 
the world. All you could get 
in Dunnville was snow. It 
was absolutely wonderful 
when George and Malcolm 
brought cable TV to Dun¬ 
nville,” said Tarter. “I re¬ 
member when they were the 
only people installing heat¬ 
ing and air conditioning and 
they installed ours when we 
built our house in 1971.” 

Festival 'front man' 

One of Wolford’s friends 
and a man with whom he 
worked in several capacities 
was Marion Murphy. 

Murphy said he met 
Wolford in 1962 when he 
returned to Casey County 
from Ohio. Murphy was 
managing an apple orchard 
for Raymond Smith and 
Hubert Cornett and met 
Wolford, who was develop¬ 
ing an orchard then. 

Wolford and several other 
men in the county, who also 
had apple orchards, were, 
according to an article in 
The Casey County News in 
2004, having trouble selling 
their apples because they 
tasted good but weren’t 
“pretty” so they came up 
with the idea for the Casey 
County Apple Festival to 
get a local market for their 
crops. 

Murphy and Wolford were 
both very involved with the 
festival from its inception. 

“I don’t know for sure 
who came up with the idea 
in the first place to have an 
Apple Festival. There were 
lots of players who were in¬ 
volved in the beginning and 
there have been hundreds 
and hundreds of people who 
have contributed to the Ap¬ 
ple Festival over the years. 
I know George was very in¬ 
volved in getting it off the 
ground and he continued 
to be involved for a long 
time,” said Murphy. 

Murphy said he and Wol¬ 
ford worked well together. 

“He was the front man and 
I was behind the scenes. We 
were very close. George was 
a very talented individual. If 
he wanted to do something, 
get out of his way because 
it was going to happen. He 
could always see beyond his 
nose and visualize things. 
He was a genius at what he 
did,” said Murphy. 

Deva Hair succeeded 
Wolford as the chair of the 
Apple Festival Committee. 
Her husband, Bill, worked 
with Wolford first in grad¬ 
ing apples for Wolford Or¬ 
chards in 1974. 

“We didn’t have any chil¬ 
dren at that time so I got 
involved in the apple busi¬ 
ness,” Hair said. 

It was not until several 
years later that she got in¬ 
volved with the Apple Fes¬ 
tival. 

Hair said that when she 
began as chairwoman of the 
Apple Festival committee, 
Wolford and Murphy were 
her mentors. 

“I couldn’t have done it 
without them,” she said. 

The Apple Festival was 
Wolford’s “baby” and he 
was dedicated to it, accord¬ 
ing to Hair. 

“He worked daylight to 
dark on it. We wouldn’t have 
a festival today if George 
hadn’t been open-minded 
and willing to take other 
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people’s suggestions. I can 
just hear him saying, ‘Well, 
that sounds like a good idea’ 
and then he’d put that idea 
in place,” she said. 

'Concerned about 
other people' 

Hair went on to describe 
Wolford as “a fabulous 
Christian man.” 

“I can’t say enough about 
him. He was a fine man, he 
was fair, and he was more 


concerned about other peo¬ 
ple than himself,” she said. 

Garland Hoskins, former 
Casey County Judge-Ex¬ 
ecutive and Liberty mayor, 
said he had known Wolford 
all his life. 

“He owned property 
next to mine in Liberty. We 
were real close friends.” 
said Hoskins. “George was 
probably one of the smart¬ 
est businessmen in Liberty. 
He was an upright citizen of 
Liberty and Casey County.” 


Mark Wolford recounted 
a story about the horrible 
storm on April 3, 1974 that 
brought tornadoes to a large 
part of the state. 

“The storm was bad and 
the cable TV was out. Dad 
and I went out to check on 
the cable TV tower that was 
above the water tower in 
Liberty. The power went out 
so we couldn’t do anything 
about the cable system.” 

He went on to tell that he 
had always wanted to see a 


tornado so he and his father 
climbed the water tank to 
see if they could see one. 

“All we could see were 
big clouds swirling around 
and none of them touched 
down. After a while, the 
lightning got so bad that we 
had to come down. My fa¬ 
ther was a pretty neat guy. 
He was very open-minded 
about a lot of things,” Wol¬ 
ford said. 

Current Liberty mayor, 
Steve Sweeney, paid tribute 


to Wolford. 

“He was a great commu¬ 
nity man. He contributed so 
much to Liberty and Casey 
County over the years. He 
was a real asset.” 

On a personal level, 
Sweeney said, “He was a 
wonderful, kind person. He 
was kind to my family and 
me and was like family to 
us. I never heard him say an 
unkind word.”

When voters go to the 
polls in November’s general 
election, it’s possible they’ll 
be voting on machines that 
incorporate the newest tech¬ 
nology, but with a twist. Vot¬ 
ers will mark paper ballots. 

“I thought in using the 
machines that we were 
taking a step backwards,” 
Casey County Clerk Casey 
Davis told magistrates in 
Monday’s meeting. 

Davis said that other 
county clerks he’s spoken 
with like the e-scan ma¬ 
chines where voters mark a 
ballot with a pen or pencil 
and then feed it into the ma¬ 
chine where it’s read elec¬ 
tronically. 

The advantage to the ma¬ 
chine, Davis said, is the ad¬ 
dition of the hard copy that 
can be used if a question 
arises as to a vote count. 

Davis said that the 15 new 
machines will replace the 
older 1242 electronic ma¬ 
chines where voters pressed 
a button next to a candi¬ 
date’s name. 

The e-scan machines will 
cost about $67,500 and fed¬ 
eral funds are already in 
place to make the purchase. 

Fiscal court will advertise 
for bids on the machines 
later this month. 

In other business, the 
court: 

■ Voted to increase the 
expense monies of Animal 
Warden Ricky Luttrell by 
$200 a month. Judge/Ex¬ 


ecutive Ronald Wright told 
magistrates that Luttrell is 
making more trips to Tay¬ 
lor County where animals 
are either adopted or eutha¬ 
nized. 

Also, Wright said that 
Luttrell will keep animals 
at his house for five days 
before transporting them to 
the animal shelter. 

“If an owner is missing a 
dog, they’ll know it during 
five days,” Wright said. 

Wright told magistrates 
that Luttrell now has an an¬ 
swering machine at his house 
and this has been favorably 
received among those trying 
to reach the animal warden 
about a stray animal. 

■ Voted to appoint Stacey 
Beeler to the Casey County 
Public Library Board of 
Trustees. Beeler fills the 
term of Maudine Williams 
which expires August 2014. 

■ Received the Casey 
County Hospital Board and 
the Casey County Extension 
Board budgets for 2012-13 
for recording purposes only. 
The hospital has a project¬ 
ed budget of $18.6 million 
while the extension board 
will operate on a budget of 
$239,756. 

■ Approved Treasurer 

Debbie Vaughn’s monthly 
report, which shows the 
following fund balances: 
General, $220,127.80; 
Road, $11,864.95; Jail, 
$760,219.83; LGEA, 

$70,542.06; Federal, 

$52,003.40; and E-911, 
$7,912.14. Magistrates also 
approved a $50,000 cash 
transfer from the General 
Fund to the Road Fund.

nail down a couple more spots 
and we’ll be alright,” he said. 

Four road frontage sites, 
ranging from 25-by-25 feet to 
100-by-100 feet, are needed for 
the water project. 

The project, funded with 
a low-interest state revolv¬ 
ing loan, includes laying 20 
miles of new water lines, a 
200,000-gallon water tank, two 
water pumps and one pneumat¬ 
ic pressure tank building. 

One spot is still needed for a 
pump station, then the bidding 
process can start, Greynolds 


said. 

In other business: 

■ The City of Liberty over 
billed ECCWD for 3.5 mil¬ 
lion gallons in June, Greynolds 
said. The city installed a new 
meter but the usage was mea¬ 
sured as if the meter had rolled 
over. The bill was paid before 
Greynolds found out about it, 
so next month’s bill will be ad¬ 
justed, he said. 

■ Board member John Mc- 
Queary asked about the $2,300 
paid to Software Solutions. 
Greynolds explained that it was 
for staff training on ECCWD’s 
new billing software. 


“It was part of that pack¬ 
age we agreed to with them,” 
Greynolds said. 

ECCWD Assistant Man¬ 
ager Eddie Wesley told the 
board they were experiencing 
a small glitch with the Liberty 
Post Office and the new pro¬ 
gram for their bulk mailing. 

The post office’s scanner is 
unable to read the printed bar 
code on the bills for mailing, 
Greynolds said. 

■ The board held a 10-min¬ 
ute executive session to dis¬ 
cuss personnel. When they 
resumed, no action was taken.

mptcy or foreclosure are pro¬ 
tected and pulled from the bills 
to be offered for sale. 

Third-party tax purchas¬ 
ers then buy any tax bills they 
want. 

Third party purchasers 

Under the law, individuals or 
companies who purchase the 
bills can purchase property tax 
debt as an investment. 

The fees are then owed to the 
third party purchaser, possibly 
without the property owner 
even being aware the fees are 
adding up until being notified 
of a foreclosure sale. 

“Once a tax bill is sold, some 
companies can be very hard to 
work with, charging 12 percent 
and additional fees. A tax lien 
purchaser can collect on a lien 
for up to 11 years,” Ebbens 
said, adding that the hen holder 
can then file for a foreclosure. 

The third-party tax purchaser 
must notify the property owner 
within 50 days that the tax hen 
has been purchased. 

A new provision in the law 
states that the tax hen purchaser 
must also include in the notice 
the offer of a payment plan if 
requested in writing and a pro¬ 
cessing fee paid for delinquent 
tax bihs purchased after June 1, 
2012 . 

In addition, the purchaser 
must send an additional notice 
to the taxpayer at least annu¬ 
ally. 

For delinquent bihs already 
purchased prior to June 1, 
2012, the third party purchaser 
may offer an installment pay¬ 
ment plan to the taxpayer. 

The next time a homeowner 
wih hear from the third-party 
tax purchaser wih be 45 days 
before a foreclosure is filed. 

In Casey County in 2009, 
third party tax purchasers 
bought $38,588.81 in tax bihs. 

Last year, six, third party 
purchasers bought $23,136.31 
in delinquent tax bills — U.S. 
Bank purchased seven, Jamos 


Capital bought 20, Richard 
Montgomery bought two and 
Tim Hatter, Frank McAninch 
and Preston McKnight each 
purchased a single tax bill, Da¬ 
vis said. 


Still, Ebbens says there’s one 
sure way to avoid the whole 
delinquent tax headache. 

“Pay your taxes before they 
become delinquent,” she said.
